COLLISION AT RATHFARNHAM. 

An action was tried before Mr. Justice 
Dodd and a city common jury, in which 
Miss Anna M. McCabe, of Ballyroan House, 
Rathfarnham, Count Dublin, sought to re- 
cover £750 damages for er injuries from 
Mr. Patrick Walker, licensed trader, The, 
Yellow House, Rathfarnham. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, Mr. E. A. Swayne, 
K.C., and Mr. J. A. Costello (instructed by 
Messrs. Ryan and O’Brien) eee for the 

laintiff; and Mr. Lardner, K.C.; Mr. James 
bhi. K.C.; and Mr. Joseph O'Connor (in- 
structed by Mr. H. Simons), appeared for the 
defendant. 

The plaintiff, according to the statement 
of claim, was driving home from Dublin to 
Rathfarnham on the evening of the 3ist Octo- 
ber, 1921, when a horse attached to a van, 
defendaht’s property, bolted from Rathfarn- 
ham, where it was alleged to have been left 
unattended.. The horse collided with the car 
on which plaintiff was seated, and she was 
thrown violently on to the roadway and sus- 
tained injuries to her face, arm, and leg, and 
was still under medical care as & result of 
these injuries. 

The defence was a denial of negligence, 
or that the plaintiff’s injuries were caused in 
the manner alleged. It was alleged that the 
collision occurred at a v dark portion of 
the public road, which is overhung with 
trees, and that the driver of the defendant’s 
van could not exercise ordin skill and 
caution, because the driver of the plaintiff’s 
car left the vehicle unattended in a position 
dangerous to traffic, and had no light on the 
vehicle. 

The jury found that the defendant’s driver 
was negligent, and that the plaintiff did not 
contribute to the happening of the occur- 
rence. They assessed damages at £10 for the 
dress and £40 for the personal suffering, 
making £50 in all. 

Mr. Sealy, K.C., mentioned that £55 had 
been lodged in Court with the defence, and, 
under these circumstances, asked for judg: 
ment for the defendant. 

Mr. Justice Dodd gave judgment for the 
defendant, with costs, and directed that the 
£55. be paid out to him, £50 as part satis- 
faction of his costs. 


DUBLIN RENT ACTION. 


A settlement was announced yesterday in 
the case of Norris Goddagd v. May Lanigan- 
O’ Keeffe, which had been listed for trial be- 
fore Mr, Justice Dodd and a city special 
jury. 

It was an action brought by the plaintiff, 
Mr. Norris Goddard, solicitor, of No. 1 
Leeson Park, Rathmines, against the defend- 
ant, Mrs, May Lanigan-O’Keeffe, of No. 52 
Merrion square, Dublin, to recover posses- 
sion of these premises for non-payment of 
rent, the total amount alleged to be due 
being £205 16s.

WEALTHY IRISH-AMERICAN’S 
ESTATE. — 


Before the Master of the Rolls, a summons 
was brought by the Rev. Neal Duggan, P.P., 
and the Soy. Charles Byrne, C.C., executors 
of the last will of Francis Gallagher, deceased, 
late of Meenlougher, Co, Donegal, a wealthy 
Irish-American, who had died on the 1ith 
July, 1920. e deceased left. an estate in 
Ireland valued for £5,000, and had left an 
American estate, part of which was real pro- 
perty, valued for 105,000 dollars. The de- 
ceased had made three wills. One which he 
had made in America dealt with the Ameri- 
can estate. His two later wills dealt with the 
Irish estate. A probate suit had been insti- 
tuted to prove his last will, which was date 
June 21, 1920. On the hearing of the pro- 
bate suit a consent had been entered into, 
which provided that, in addition to the lega- 
cies payable under the last will to each of 
the plaintiffs, who are executors, the execu- 
tors should pay certain of the legacies men- 
tioned in the American will, dated May 4, 
1908. The lost will was proved on the terms 
of the consent. © 

The question now before the Court was 
whether certain charitable legacies to the 
plaintifis and té the Most Rev. Dr. McHugh, 
Bishop of Derry, and to Nazareth House, 
Derry, were good legacies, in so much as 
they were payable pie hy: of real estate 
in Lenteles and the testator died within three 
months of making his last will.

For 
the moment, however, this question pee 
been shelved by the appointment of a 
committee of twerlty-one members, repre- 
senting all parties in the State, which will 
investigate the question of political re-, 
sponsibility for the Moroccan disasters. 
The truth is that—for the time being, at 
any rate—Spain has lost her political 
bearings. Like some other countries which 
contrived to keep themselves out of the 
European War, she is feeling with peculiar 
violence the social and. moral upheaval 
that the war produced. Even the Nation- 
alist movement in Catalonia has been 


| affected by the rush of international ideas. 


The old historical parties have been 
shattered into small groups. The Carlists 
have disappeared and Spanish democracy 
“has deserted alike the Monarchist and 
Republican bannérs. The masses of the 
people are now Socialists, Communists or 
anarchists, and the whole land is a welter 
of conspiracy and discontent. Only two 
things, so far as one can see, have saved, 
and may continue to save, Spain from 
political and economic chaos. The first is 
the conservative instinct of the middle 
classes, who regard military intrigue and 
proletarian excesses with equal disfavour. 
The other is the lack of any cohesion 
between the various bodies of Communists 
or anarchists. The. lower classes are at 
strife among themselves, and the lack of 
organisation and capable leadership is just 
as conspicuous at the bottom as at the 
top. So Spain staggers along, a great 
and fertile, but wretchedly misgoverned, 
country. She is kept alive, as it were, by 
her very:. weakness—by the fact that 
mobody in any party or class exercises 
any authority. Such conditions, of course, 
cannot endure. The creation of a consti- 
tutional: Government, strong and fearless, 
probably would be welcomed by a large 
majority of the people. At present, with 
Italy’s example before them, their cry is 
for “a man’’; and who will venture to 
say that the country which once domi- 
nated two hemispheres has forgotten how 
to produce great men? 


Hot Weather. 


Many trite sayings exist to the effect 
that man only counts his many blessings 
in their absence. When they are bestowed 
he discovers that they are not all that his 
fancy has led him to believe. Never is this 
more true than in respect to the weather. 
When summer burns we pine for the 
eool airs and high clouds that properjy 


backward in coming forward, we bemoan 
the fact that we have not been able to doff 
our woollen underwear or sit in the garden 
efter dusk. Thus it was through the 
whole of a peculiarly cold and dismal 
June. Now, as we foretold at the time, - 
July has come in like a lion and we are 
all sitting in our shirt-sleeves, complain- 
ing that the heat is intolerable and wish- 
ing that the thunderstorms that have 
been bursting over the Southern English 
counties with almost tropical fury would 
come to clear our own heavy air. We are 
not satisfied, but the truth is that’ it is 
ourselves—or rather, our businesses—that 
are at fault. The paraphernalia of 
civilisation are suited to moderate 
temperatures only. When it becomes 
really hot the world ought to go forth and 
bathe or picnic by the river’s brim or 
play tennis, ‘or do any of a hundred and 
one other things that take us out of doors 
in a minimum of clothing. . If the world 
does not behave thus, it is the world’s 
fault arid not the weather's. In any case 
we have little cause for complaint since, 
at its hottest, Dublin is an ice-box com. 
pared with the ovens that places like New 
York and Chicago become when a heat 
wave strikes them. If the sudden heat 
really oppresses us, the remedy

A MOMENT OF CRISIS. 
“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS :— 


To-day the anxiously-awaited statements 
of the Prime Minister and Lord Curzon on the 
question of German. reparations are to be 
made: The feeling in political circles was yes- 
terday slightly less pessimistic than it had 
been four-and-twenty hours earlier. very 
one realises that a moment of crisis is at 
hand. in the relations between this country 
and our French neighbours. Ii is realised, 
moreover, that the moment has come when the 
British case in regard to reparations must be 
stated clearly and firmly. No one supposes 
for a moment, however, that to-day s state- 
ments will be animated by any but the 
kindest and most friendly feelings ior France. 
There is, indeed, a difference of opinion 4s 
to the methods for the attainment of the de- 
sired end—namely, the payment by Germany 
of the reparations due from her, and it is pro- 
bable that the divergence of view on this 
matter will be frankly faced to-day. By 
no other means can ‘eventual agreement be 
arrived at. ‘It may.be regarded as certain, 
however, that, whatever happens, the British 
Government desires, and will always desire, to 
maintain relations of the closest and most 
sincere friendship with France, and that 
nothing will be said or done on this side 
which would tend to impair the cordiality, of 
the understanding which has now lasted for 
twenty years, and has stood the test of the 
greatest conflict in the history of the world.
